This Office Action is tlie answer to tlie Amendnnent filed on November 4, 2008, 
wliicli paper lias been placed of record in the file. 

2. Claims 1-25 are pending in this application. 

Response to Arguments/Amendment 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-25 have been fully considered but 
are moot in view of new grounds of rejection.

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). Tlie drawings must sliow 
every feature of tlie invention specified in tlie claims. Tlierefore, "a system comprising: 
an input means, a memory means, a processing means and an output means" recited in 
claims 1-25 must be shown or the features canceled from the claims. No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of tlie invention, and of tlie manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in sucli full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claims contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims contain an input means; a 
memory means; and an output means, are not disclosed in the Specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

8. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, 
or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

9. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directly solely to a mathematical 
algorithm without a practical application of a judicial exception. Claims to processes that 
do nothing more than solve mathematical problems or manipulate abstract ideas or 
concepts are complex to analyze and are addressed herein. If the "acts" of a claimed 
process manipulate only numbers, abstract concepts or ideas, or signals representing 
any of the foregoing, the acts are not being applied to appropriate subject matter. 
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Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 71 - 72, 175 USPQ 673, 676 (1972). Thus, a 
process consisting solely of mathennatical operations, i.e., converting one set of 
numbers into another set of numbers, does not manipulate appropriate subject matter 
and thus cannot constitute a statutory process. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or deschbed as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claims 1 -25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gatto, U.S. Patent No. 7,167,838. 

Regarding to claim 26, Gatto discloses a computer system, comprising: an input 
means for inputting time data; a memory means for storing the time series data; a 
processing means for generating data; an output means foroutputting data {figure 1 
and column 8, lines 17-30). 

Examiner submits that the claimed invention recites an intended use, although 
Gatto fails to discuss the intended use recited in the claim, Gatto's computer system is 
capable of performing the intended use recited in the claim. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to

modify Gatto's to include tlie intended use recited in tlie claim for the purpose of 
processing a time series in a specific way. 

"The recitation of a new intended use for an old product does not make a claim to 
that old product patentable." In re Schreiber, 44 USPQ2d 1429 (Fed. Cir. 1997).
